He points out that the sys- 
tem might well result "in producing an 
honour* graduate who is in fact an un- 
educated man." This fear is a n-al one 
and one that is being voiced by a great 
mapy otW educational thinkers. That 
o{ir [Principal i'wds strongly enough on the 
point to voice his disapproval of it at so 
early a date should occasion the thinking 
.student a feeling of satisfaction. 

One other point in the Principal's ad- 
dress is deserving of particular attention. 
,It was his re-echoing of Sir William Daw- 
Spn's belief tlu\t the University should U* 
in the position to offer its students "such 
temporary bom.. s as college halls could 
supply.*' This has long' been the opinion 
prevalent at McGill and we trust that, in 
the near future some action will he taken 
to make hope* of today the realities of 
irrow.

While a university exists as the training ground 
of skilful workers it must remember that the first 
need of society is the production of men and women 
not merely stored with factual knowledge but trained 
to think and to Judge; men and women moreover 
.vhose personality is physically, intellectually and 
spiritually developed to the utmost capacity. To 
this end the university must provide the right con- 
ditions to permit the development of personal 
potentiality, the disciplines necessary for producing 
flexibility, agility, adaptability In various human 
capacities. In the practice of life ability to adjust 
oneself to new situations and to carry out a course 
o: action with courage and care may be worth far 
more than a mere'y intellectual mastery of all the 
sciences. No justly conceived system of university 
education concerns itself with mere accumulation 
of information. 

Experience has shown that however beneficent 
may be the influence of the teacher he cannot do 
everything. In large part the value of a university 
education rests on the evocation of latent qualities 
of character, the wearing down of rough corners 
by the interplay of personality as students mingle 
cr.c with another. In a university placed In a large 
city the problem L-i difficult but the need Is greater. 
No university can give the best opportunity to 
youth unlcvi It Includes provUlon for Iho intimate 
social Intercourse which conies to those who live to- 
gether.

This ten- 
dency towards narrow spuclallzallon Is often disas- 
trous In the individual and muy result hi producing 
an honours graduate who Is In fact an linodlioaled 
man. Heforo they hove gained any width of knowl- 
edge, before their minds have uiglergono an ada- 
nualc educational discipline of humane and cultural

Members of the nonrd of Governors, 
mnmbors of the Bonafi and Faculties, 
graduiites and undergraduates of Mc- 
Olll University, ladles and gentlemen: 

Wo aro assembled for the purpose 
of assisting In the Installation of the 
Principal of McOlll. Arthur Eustace 
Morgan, Master of Arts. The selec- 
tion of a now Principal for a great 
University Is always a matter of sig- 
nificance and Importance, and In this 
Instance Is of unusual moment. For 
almost two years Mc-0111 University 
hits not enjoyed the presence of an 
active academic hoad owing to the un- 
timely and regretted death of the late 
Sir Arthur Currlc. During this per- 
iod tho work of the University has 
been carried on by iU staff In a man- 
ner which has earned the sincere ap- 
preciation of its governing body, of 
Its undergraduates, and of its friends. 

As you know, it la possible for any 
well organized Institution to maintain 
its operations for a short period, even 
when its chief office has been ren- 
dered vacant. It Is, however, more 
difficult to achieve that cohesion and 
coordination In effort, which is so es- 
sential to happy and successful func- 
tioning, when the interregnum Is sub- 
stantial in time. 

The loss of a Principal— especially 
one so eminent as our late Principe! 
and one so close to the members of 
the faculties— is always a blo-r.-, and 
the difficulties in pursuing the nor- 
mal activities of colleçe life are in- 
creased by the consequent absence of 
conference and consultation between 
the leader and his staff. The bridg- 
uig of the gap between the passing 
of the former incumbent and the ap- 
pointment of the present was accom- 
plished, however, in the case of this 
University, with a minimum of embar- 
rassment, but only by a maximum of 
effort, and by a ready acceptance of 
the new situation on the part of all 
those who had to do with its adminis- 
trative and academic activities. 

Having paid what I consider to be a 
belated, but thoroughly merited, tri- 
bute to tlie loyalty of the members of 
the staff, may l turn for a moment 
to the work of the governing body 
and the spirit of sacrifice and help- 
fulness which Its members have shewn 
during this trying time, Under the 
Charter of this University the Board 
of Governors is the supremo execu- 
tive, financial and administrative 
body, it has always been composed of 
men who had a lively Interest In the 
University's work and a keen regard 
for Us kvkhI name. They have not 
boeu-all of them— graduates of Mo- 
tllll, or of any other University, but 
I hoy aro all trained In the hard school 
of experience, have burno honourable 
reputations, havo achieved distinction 
In the lllo of tho community, ami 
havo boeu worthy to protoot tho in- 
terests of Iho University lu all mat- 
tor* which havo come before them for 
nonildoratlon, 

As you know, tho University has not 
boon unaffected by tho financial con- 
soquanooa of tits depressed, business 
oondjilons of recent years, particularly 
In relation to Its endowment funds. 
For t|io most part tho ruduotlon in 
oaplui and Int. rest was inescapable 
and duo to tho failure of Institutions 
of thorotoloro proven worth to main- 
tain timing vcouut years tholr rovo- 
nucs and sometimes tholr Interest 
ohitigts. Tho University, hawovcr, met 
thoso conditions offcoltvoly, and while 
It did require some sacrifice in com- 
pensation from the members of lu 
staff, It also began tho process of the 
rubulUllug of its funds, coupled with' 
a' mora careful and detailed scrutiny 
of the Investment opportunities avail- 
able, which has resultsd lu a material 
strengthening Qf Its financial position. 
Uowover, tho Oovornors felt that be- 
tween now and tho time ut which It 
would ho appropriate to make a pub- 
llo unpe,\l (or a substantial Increase 
In llts University's endowments, a 
special effort should bo made to 
ensure thu absence ot detlalts timing 
the next (our years. 

With characteristic, loyally and 



unselfishness tho members of the 
Board of Governors turned fir3t to 
themselves as the means of providing 
this safeguard, and I am m the happy 
position of being ahlo in assure you j 
today that so much progress has been 
made, through tho generosity of the
